Tax Rate In Twp. 
May Go Up 2 Mills

Bristol Township’s tax rate will 
increase two mills if the 1962 esti­ 
mated budget of $1,567,691.89 is 
approved by the township commis­ 
sioners. 


The budget was presented to the 
commissioners 
at 
last 
night’s 
meeting for approval to be ad­ 
vertised publicly. 
The estimated budget includes 
a $500,000 loan by the township 
to cover operating expenses until 
tax money is received. 
Township Manager Vincent H. 
Hartley said the budget has been 


“pared right down to the bone," 
despite the tax rise. 
The final 
1961 
budget 
was 
$1,640,757. The estimated budget 
for 1962, if approved, would be 
$73,066 less than 1961s budget. 
However, Hartley pointed out that 
last year's budget included funds 
for capital improvements. The 
1962 budget, he explained, includes 
no money for capital improve­ 
ments due to pay raises of town­ 
ship employes and other operat­ 
ing expenses. 
If the estimated budget is ap­ 
proved, Hartley stated, the pre­ 
sent property tax rate would rise

Lawrence B. Cooney, 24, and 
his sister, Mrs. Joan Nojunas, 29, 
this morning pleaded guilty to an 
armed robbery committed Tues­ 
day at a Trenton Bank.

The pair mannered almost in­ 
audibly “guilty” when Trenton 
Police Judge Michael Travers 
asked how they pleaded. 


The hearing, held at the IM 
Precinct Police Station in Tren­ 
ton took less than four minutes. 
Then Cooney and his sister were 
led dejectedly away to the ceil 
block upstairs.

Kennedy Asks 


‘Early Date’ 


For Talks 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Presi­ 
dent Kennedy’s first proposals to 
Soviet Premier Nikita Khrushev 
for Russian-American cooperation 
in outer space may call for joint 
work on weather and communica­ 
tions satellites. 
The President sent Khrushchev 
a message Wednesday night pro­ 
posing that U.S. and Russian offi­ 
cials meet at a “very early 
date” to discuss practical methods 
for pooling space explorations. 
Kennedy said he was instruct­ 
ing American officials to “pre­ 
pare new and concrete proposals 
for immediate projects of com­ 
mon action.” Officials said a 
weather prediction program and 
satellite communications system 
probably would be suggested. 


The message was an unusually 
quick reply to Khrushchev’s con­ 
gratulations on astronaut John 
Glenn's orbital flight and the So­ 
viet leader’s call for pooling of 
scientific, technical and materiel 
efforts to explore outer space. 
Officials said Kennedy wanted 
to test the sincerity of Khrush­ 
chev's proposal as quickly as 
possible. They said the President

6-Story Building Collapses 
2 Feared Trapped, 


4 Hurt In Cavein 


PHILADELPHIA < UPI) - A 
six-story building scheduled to be 
torn down collapsed today trap­ 
ping a scavenger, possibly two, 
ami injuring four persons when 
the falling walls crumpled the 
side of a furniture store across 
an alleyway. 


Police believe the trappy man 
was inside the Garrett-Buchannon 
building when the roof of the 
structure fell in forcing the wall 
down with it. 


The victim was pinned in a 
doubled-up position by twisted 
steel 
beams 
protruding 
from 
about the third-floor level of the 
Garrett building. Firemen work­ 
ed cautiously to remove the man 
because they feared further col­ 
lapsed whim the beams are UR- 
ad by a huge crane. 


On# of the falling walls crash­ 
ed against the side of a six-story 
building housing the Square Deal 
Furniture Store at Sixth and Mar 
ket Streets demolishing Its brick 
wall up to a height of two floors. 


Three men and a woman work­ 
ing in the credit office suffered 


bruises and lacerations by fall­ 
ing debris when the side of their 
office suddenly bursted inward. 
Six other persons in the store es­ 
caped injury. 


The Garrett building was slated 
for demolition to make way for 
the Independence Mall redevelop, 
ment project, but a spokesman 
for the Hawthorne DvnoUtion 
Company said very little work 
had been done and that work had 
been halted for the past month 
while awaiting the razing of oth­ 
er buildings in the area. He said 
actual demolition of the building 
was not planned for at least six 
more months 
Police began investigating the 
theory that scavengers were in 
the building when a horse and 
wagon had been found hidden in 
an open section which was board­ 
ed off from general view. Police 
said the board Had been removed 
the wagon driven in. and then the 
boards replaced

More Checkups Today 
Astronaut Heads 
For Family Reunion 


GRAND 
TURK 
ISLAND, 
Bahamas (UPI) — John Glenn 
tackled the final phase of his offi­ 
cial report on earth-orbiting to­ 
day, “a little nervous” about his 
triumphant meeting Friday with 
President Kennedy. 


But the President will bring 
with him members of the astro­ 
naut’s family, and Glenn was re­ 
ported “living from moment to 
moment” for the reunion with his 
wife, children and parents. 
The astronaut was up at 6 a.m. 
EST, to continue physical check­ 
ups and his account of the flight 
that made him the first American 
to girdle the globe in space. He 
had stayed up until midnight 
signing autographs at a party in 
his honor. 


Scientists reported that findings 
so far indicated that a man in 
space "is a heck of a lot better 
than a black box.” 


The Marine Corps officer had 
his eyes widely dilated during the 
morning and more tests were 
scheduled in the afternoon. His 
spokesman said the “de-briefing” 
sessions were running a little be­ 
hind schedule and that Glenn 
probably would be unable to take 
a break today as he did Wednes­ 
day. 


Vice President Lyndon Johnson 
is due here Friday by jet to es­ 
cort Glenn back to Cape Can­ 
averal for a meeting with Presi­ 
dent Kennedy. Glenn will take 
the President on a tour of the 
launching site of Tuesday’s orbital 
flight, and the President will pre­ 
sent Glenn with a medal. 


Flying with the President will 
be Glenn’s wife, his and her 
parents and the two Glenn chil 


dren. The family was to make 
the plane trip from Washington 
to Palm Beach today. 
Vice President Lyndon Johnson 
wa* due at this Project Mercury 
island base Friday to accompany 
the astronaut to the Cape. 


On tap for Glenn today was an­ 
other round of checkups and inter-
